A well-known delegate of the Board of 
Building Trades, who was also a member of 
the old Board of Walking» Delegates, said 
yesterday on this point: 

“It is an unwritten law in the board that 
it should never go back on its indorsements 
of demands by any of its affiliated unions, 
unless they violated some law of the board. 
Upon this principle exists the whole struct- 
ure of organized labor. Once having in- 
dorsed the demands of the Building Mate- 
rial Drivers’ Union, the beard cannot re- 
cede from its position unless the union had 
transgr@®sed some trades union law. : This 
the Material Drivefs’ Union has not done. 

“If the board should so stulti itself it 
would be an end of the Board of Building 
Trades. As a matter of fact, there seems 
to be little excuse for the existence of the 
United Board of Building Trades. In 1888 
the Board of Walking Delegates, which 
preceded it, very nearly went to pieces, 
That board was called the ‘driftwood of 
organized Jabor.’ The employers, I believe, 
would rather treat with the unions or the 
men through an organization like the Cen- 
tral Federated Union, as they believe they 
would then be dealing more directly with 
the men themselves.” 

Otto M. Eidlitz, President of .the Mason 
Builders’ Association, said: 

“Nothing can be decided on. until the 
Board of Governors of the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association meets and decides 
on a general plan to be ratified by the as- 
oa on.

J; W. GATES’S YACHT BURNED. 


$65,000 Vessel Built for Cruising in the 
Gulf of Mexico Destroyed at 
Racine, Wis.

RACINE, Wis., May 31.—One of the 
losses in a fire which did $300,000 damage 
at several big factories here this afternoon 
was the destruction of a sixty-five-thou- 
sand-dollar steam yacht, which was almost 
completed for John W. Gates, the Wall 
Street financier. Mr. Gates had ordered 
the yacht sent South this Spring, so that 
it would be ready for service in the Fall, 
when he goes to Texas for the Winter 
months. The yacht was built exclusively 
for use on the Gulf of Mexico, and would 
have been one of the finest private craft 
on the Gulf. 

It is believed here that Mr. Gates intends 
looking around with a view to opening a 
new seaport. He wanted to visit many 
smaller ports on the Gulf which he woyid 
be unable to reach in large boats. e 
vacht was to have made fhe trip down the 
Mississippi by way of the Chicago drainage 
canal,

DALLAS, Tex., May 31.—Reports received 
here to-day from remote parts of the Texas 
pan handle tell of destructive tornadoes 
that passed over parts of Haskell, Jones, 
Shackleford, and Bro¢kmorton Counties on 
Friday. 

Fifteen houses were wrecked at Stamford 
and a dozen persons badly injured. The

MEXICAN CENTRAL BALKED. 


National Railroad’s Recent Concession 
Prevents the Former from Build- 
ing New Line.

AUSTIN, Texas, May 31.—It is stated 
that the effect of the acquisition of an in- 
terest in the National Railroad of Mexico 
by the Mexican Government and the con- 
cession giving that road the eXclusive right 
to occupy a strip of land along the Rio 
Grande for more than 400 miles will have 
the effect of blocking the plan of the Mex- 
ican Central to build a new short line from 
San Pedro, Mexico, to San Antonio. The 
National and Interoceanic Railroads are 
now practically consolidated and fofm a 
through line between the Rio Grande bor- 
der and the port of Vera Cruz. The con- 
solidated lines are the greatest competitor 
that the Mexican Central. has. It is said 
that the consolidated roads will continue to 
be* operated under separate manageménts, 
but that their terminal facilities in the City 
of Mexico will probably be used jointly. 

It is reported that President Raul of the 
Natfonal. is about to retire, and that he 


will be succeeded by E. N. Brown, who is 
at present the Second Vice President and 
General Manager, and that the executive 
offices of the company will be removed 
from New York to the City of Mexico.

Teamster-Tells of a Man He Saw 
Before the Murder.

Rumor Heard About the Villagé Has it 
That an Intoxicated Man Killed 
Heffernan. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ARDSLEY-ON-HUDSON, May 31.—Coro- 
ner Frank E. Russell, who conducted the 
inquest in the Heffernan murder case at 
Irvington. last Thursday, and made his 
finding exonerating Rufus L. .Sewall of 
Boston from the suspicion under which he 
had been cast, was asked yesterday wheth- 
er he was through with his work on the 
case. ‘he Coroner and a Pinkerton de- 
tective who is engaged on the case had 
been in conference from 10 o'clock last 
night until after 1 this morning. 

Coroner Russell said: ‘“‘I have not fin- 
ished by any means,” 

Assistant District Attorney Weeks of Tar- 
rytown, in whose hands the prosecution of 
the investigation rests, said yesterday that 
if developments warranted the Coroner 
would certainly reopen the inquest. 

Explanation of this revival of interest is 
generally thought to lie in the apparent 
connection between a current club rumor 
here and an authenticated statement by 
James Dunn, a teamster living on the out- 
skirts of North Tarrytown, near the Sleepy 
Hollow Cemetery. 

The club rumor, which has been common 
talk here, and was taken to-day to ad- 
joining towns by at least one automobile 
party, is that the shooting may have been 
done by a young society man—somewhat 
the worse for liquet—who met Heffernan 
and Sarah Campbell on the walk by the sta- 


} tion, passed a remark about the girl, en- 


| 


gaged in a fight, and finally used his pistol. 

Dunn first told his story early in. the 
week, but little attention was paid to it. 
He said that a week ago to-night he came 
over on the 8:52 train from Tarrytown, and 
noticed Sarah Campbell meet Heffernan at 
the station. He did not know the girl, but 
did know Heffernan. 

Dunn, who went to call upon a laundress 
in the Hewitt residence, said he had passed 
Hefternan and the girl and was approach- 
ing the stone steps leading up into the 
Hewitt place when a man, rather large 
and well dressed, passed him on the out- 
side of the walk. He did not notice the 
stranger more closely than to note his neat 
dress and general build. Dunn went to the 


servants’ quarters at the Hewitt house, 
and heard of the shooting soon afterward. 

Dunn's story was first given to the au- 
thorities by persons on the Hewitt prem- 
ises. In spite of this, however, he was not 
subpoenad at the inquest. Cn Saturday a 
Pinkerton roan had a talk with Miss Camp- 
bell, and it 1s thought that he got some 
interesting information, for the conference 
with Coroner Russell followed. He found 
Dunn yesterday afternoon and heard the 
inan's story. 

There has been a general impression, 
which was enunotated by Assistant District 
Attorney Weeks yesterday, that Miss Camp- 
bell had not told all she knew. She may 
have told something now thet wilt support 
the rumor current here. 

The murder is still attracting the atten-

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SIX NEGROES FIGHT 
A THOUSAND MEN. 


Battle with Whites at Pittsburg Ends 
in Attempted Lynching — Prob- 
ably Three Fatalities. 


PITTSBURG, Penn.,,M4¥ 31.—In a riot 
at a baseball ground at High Bridge, in 
West Liberty Borough, to-day one negro 
was kilfed, two were probably fatally shot, 
a third was badly beaten and thrown over 
a hill, arid three white boys were severely 
but not fatally wounded. One of the ne- 
groes escaped lynching by a very narrow 
margin. 

The ball ground at High Bridge is a popu- 
Jar resort on Sundays, and to-day fully 
2,000 persons, men, women, and boys, had 
congregated there to witness a game be- 
tween two of the local amateur teams. 
Before the game had started ‘“‘ Sandy” 
Garrett, a large negro whom the Beltz- 
hoover Club carried as a mascot, discov- 
ered the presence of six negro crap shoot- 
ers and gamblers, who had come upon the 
ground with their paraphernalia prepared 
to do business. Sandy objected to this and, 
backed by a number of the Beltzhoover 
men and rooters for the club, ordered the 
gamblers from the grounds. The latter re- 
fused to go and produced revolvers. 

The ball players then began a retreat and 
the negroes began shooting. Finding that 
Sandy had been partially stunned by a 
blow over the head, his friends rallied, and, 
with reinforcements, made a rush for the 
gamblers. By this time probably 1,000 men 
and boys were in pursuit. George Foster, 
one of the fugitives, was caught and ter- 
ribly beaten and thrown over a hill. Two 
of the fugitives took refuge in a chicken 
coop standing near the roadside, and when 
Sandy made a dash for the coop, intending 
to drag the men out, he received a bullet in 
the breast under the heart and feil to the 


ground with a groan. Following this up the 
men inside the coop would open the door, 
fire into the crowd, and then jump back to 
safety. 

One of the mob climbed to the roof and 
the n@xt time the negro inside opened the 
door to fire, a huge rock fell and landed 
on his head. There was a shout of delight 
from the hundreds. The negro, who was 
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identified later as Charles Kelley, fell for- ; 


ward, and at the same instant both arms 
went out and from his hands flew two 
revolvers. There was a rush and the man 
was pounded to death with clubs and 
stones, The men rushed the coop and in a 
few moments emerged, dragging the sec- 
ond negro with them. 

In a few moments a stout rope was se- 
cured, and with shouts of glee it was 
tightened about the negro, and a dozen 
men at the other end of it started down 
the hill for a distance of at least 300 
yards. The negro was bleeding from a 
dozen cuts and bruises and bullet wounds, 
and was apparently more than half dead. 

He was dragged to a large tree. Soon 
men were climbing the tree to fasten the 
rope to a limb, and it was only a question 
of minutes when there would have been a 
lynching. At this moment some one yelled 
‘Here come the officers!’ and this set- 
tled the lynching. ‘The negro, to all ap- 
pearances dead, was left lying on the 
ground with the oe still around his neck, 
and the crowd walked away. 

[t was fully three hours later before a 
physician was summoned to examine the 
victim, who proved to be William Davis. 
He was later taken to a hospital in a very 
serious condition. 

When officers from Pittsburg arrived on 
the scene it was difficult to find a man 
who would admit that he had taken part 
in the affair or who knew any one who had. 


BASEBALL TEAMS MISSING. 


Fears That Milwaukee and Peoria West- 
ern League Players Have Been 
Lost in Kansas Floods.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 31.—Fears are 
expressed here that the members of the 
Milwaukee and Peoria Western League 
baseball teams lost their lives in the flood 
which has devastated Topeka. Prayers 
were offered in two churches to-day for 
the safety of two Milwaukee boys who are 
members of the local team. 

The teams were playing in Denver and 
They had started for 
home, coming by way of Topeka and Kan- 
City, and reached Manhattan, Kan., 
Thursday. Since then not a word has been 
received. Messages sent to the men at 
Manhattan fail to bring any answers. In- 
quirles elicit the information that the train 
on which the baseball men were passen- 
gers left Manhattan twelve hours before 
orders were sent there to stop all east- 
bound trains. 

The train never reached Topeka. Kansas 
City is unable to get any trace of the play- 
ers and nothing can be learned of their 
whereabouts. 

The announcement has been made here 
that there will be no Western League 
games here until special notice is givea. 
The regular schedule, so far as this city 's 
concerned, has been abandoned. The two 
teams’ were made up of baseball players 
from all parts of the country. Manager 
Duffy, one of the missing, is from Boston.

PROPERTY LOSS $4,000,000 


Part of Kansas City Submerged—Fires 
in Flood District—Fifteen Lives 
Reported Lost—Floods 
Elsewhere. 


Fuller details of the calamity which be- 
fell North Topeka, Kan., y Saturday 
through fire and flood, indicate a worse 
situation even than earlier reports de- 
scribed. Latest estimates of the number 
of dead range between 175 and 200. Up- 
ward of 200 are missing. Eight thousand 
persons are homeless. The loss to prop- 
erty is estimated at $4,000,000. 

Fire destroyed 200 houses. Fifty busi- 
ness blocks were submerged, and, 
feared, are ruined. 

With great hazard to their lives, res- 
cuers from Topeka proper toiled all day 
Sunday and saved the lives of 300 suf- 
ferers who were imprisoned in tree tops 
or on roofs of houses. 

Saturday's catastrophe at Topeka was 
duplicated on a emall scale at Kansas 
City, where fire broke out in a vast 
flooded area.

WORK OF RESCUE AT TOPEKA. 


Many Thrilling Incidents Reported— 
Great Difficulties Surmounted 
to Save Life. 


TOPEKA, Kan., May 31.—At the close of 
the most memorable Sunday in the history 
of the city it is hoped that the worst of the 
suffering due to flood and fire is over. 
The Kansas River is slowly, although al- 
most imperceptibly, receding, and _ the 
stretch of water that separates the main 
portion of the city from North Topeka, the 
district where the greatest loss of life and 
property occurred, is narrowing. To-night 
City Engineer McCable issued a bulletin 
giving the cheering intelligence that the 
waters had subsided to the extent of ex- 
actly 7% inches. It may be some hours 
before another drop may be noticed. With 
175 or 200 lives lost, millions of dolKirs of 
property destroyed, with hundreds of pistol 
shots as signals of distress, mingled with 
the agonizing cries of sufferers awaiting 
rescue in treetops and on roofs of houses, 
and the water alternately creeping upward

Ti will be at least three days before the 
correct number of dead will be known. 
The arduous work of the heroic rescuers 
in North Topeka was not abandoned in the 
least by the conditions which confronted 
them. For long, dreary hours, knee-deep 
in water and sometimes in water up to their 
necks, they worked with might and main. 
To-night they can point to 500 or more res- 
cued persons, who otherwise might have 
been swept away in the current. Better 
results have characterized the efforts of 
the organized forces since 4 o'clock this 
afternoon than during all* the preceding 
twenty-four hours. Two little steam 
launches are now puffing up and down 
the river picking up survivors. A larger 
steamboat is expected here by a special 
train on the Rock Island within ~wénty- 
four hours. If possible to run the train, 
the boat will be brought to a point two 
m above the city and launched there.

They were launched 
there and allowed to float with the current 
to points where people are to be rescued. 
This plan, of course, involved much dan- 
ger to the rescuers. 

Soon after this reports of drowning began 
to come in. A boat containing eight men 
was swept away in the swift current abeut 
7 o'clock, and 4s far as known all were 
drowned. A boat containing two men Was 
capsized. The boats were too frail to live 
in the swirlfng water. Small boats had no 
chance at all, and many of them were 
swamped. Even if they could successfully 
traverse the whirling, eddying stream for 
a mile, they were almost sure to be. over- 
turned by striking against houses and other 
wreckage. 

Tt was soon recognized that rowboats 
would be of no use in battling with the 
currents. Steam launches had to be se- 
cured at once, and to this end rush mes- 
Sages were sent to the Superintendent and 
agent the Rock Island at St. Joseph 
and to Mayor Bergundthal and the Secre- 
tary of the Commercial Club. The agent 
was ordered to load a special train at once, 
secure a clear track, and proceed to To- 
peka. Boats were received here on a num- 
ber of special trains run by the Missouri 
Pacific ang Santa Fé over circuitous routes, 
but the current in the river seemed to be 
growing more powerful every minute and 
they were powerless to cope with it. 

Meanwhile the beleaguered ones were be- 
ing encouraged as far as possible to hold 
on a little longer in the hope that rescue 
would soon be effected. Eighty-five people 
in the Page Elevator in North Topeka were 
in desperate straits for food, having had 
nothing to eat since last Friday. At 10 
o'clock two boatloads of provisions were 
Started to them. 

In the B Street colored Baptist Church 
nearly 100 people stood in pews since yes- 
terday to keep their heads above water. 
Isaac Standon succeeded in reaching them 
with 500 pounds of provisions. He was 
two hours in making a trip not much more 
than a mile long. 


Many Thrilling Rescues. 


Reports of thrilling rescues are coming 
in.’ Ev. Bailey and B. M. Alexander per- 
fotmed some of the most heroic work of 
the night. In the darkness, about 3 o'clock 
this morning, at the greatest risk of their 
own lives, they succeeded in reaching one 
of the burning lumber yards and rescued 
a dozen women and children. On the way 
to the south shore one of the women 
fainted from fatigue and fright, and this 
all but swamped the boat. The men made 
superhuman efforts, and finally reached 
the pontoon bridge with their precious 
cargo. Here willing hands seized them 
and carried them over the Melan bridge 
to safety. 

This is only one of a hundred similar 
incidents. The most prominent men of the 
town donned oilskins, and, submerged in 
water up to their breasts, worked for 
hours in the cold water. Women and chil- 
dren were given the precedence. As a re- 
sult there are scores of families on this 
side of the river to-day with no head. The | 
women and children are almost franctic 
in their all-consuming anxiety for the hus- 
bands and fathers left on the other side of 
the swirling flood. In the bulletin win- 
dows of the newspapers appeared notices 
signed by scores of women asking that } 
information be, sent to them of their hus- 
bands as soon as their fate is known. 

E. L. Cowdry and his brother are among 
those who escaped from the flood. When 
asked for a story of his experience he 
said:

The dreadful water 
came creeping up faster than the people 
could get out. We were forced to leave in 
such a hurry that we could not even take 
a blanket. I am satisfied that our house 
was destroyed, as it was in the direct path 
All I have in the world is the 
Clothing that I am now wearing. Hun- 
dreds of others are in as bad a condition 
as we are.” 

Mr. Cowdry was unable to make an esti- 
mate of the loss of life, as he left the dan- 
gerous locality before the fire was at its 
height. 

H. J. Henry, a hardware merchant, first 
sent his father and mother to safety, and 
then undertook to remain and keep their 
property out of the hands of looters. He 
managed to escape when the flood came 
by riding a trusty horse. As far as Mr. 
Henry knows at noon to-day, his stock of 
bardware had been swept away, with the 
building and entire establishment. 

These are only a few of .the numerous 
instances of distress. Hundreds who were 
rich are now poor, and the poor people are 
in distress. Many lost absolutely every- 
thing. They had the savings of years taken 
by water. Now they have only the titles 
to the water-covered land. 

Chief of Police Goff and his family are 
among those notsyet accounted for. They 
may be among those on the tops. of the 
buildings, but this is hardly the case, as 
their house was in a direct path of last 
night's fire. 

Half a dozen persons are in an abandoned 
street car north of the bridge, and have 
been there for thirty hours, but will be 
rescued, Eighteen people were rescued this 
afternoon from a house at 1,208 North Mon- 
roe Street. From this place the current is 
now swift and after great labor the place 
was reached.

Bhortly after noon “i Regiment, 
Missouri National Guard, 800 strong, was 
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and the crowded wholesale districts of the 
west bottoms, and finally into the Union 
Depot. At 10 o’clock a mile of wholesale 
houses, elevators, and freight depots were 
entircly surrounded, basements that yester- 
day were, partially submerged were soon 
brimful, and water began to reach the first 
floors. Within fifteen minutes the tracks 
entering the western end of the Union De- 
pot were entirely submerged, and at 11 
o'clock the water had risen at such a rapid 
rate that the thousands of delayed passen- 
gers were making preparations to leave for 
the high ground. 

Union Avenue, on’ which the Blossom 
House and numerous smaller hotels, res- 
taurants, and etores are located, is a run- 
ning stream. Trains that have been wait- 
ing in the depot for hours for an opportu- 
nity to start west and south stand a foot 
deep in water. 

At 12:30 o'clock a force of police began 
ordering out of the main waiting room of 
the Union Depot the hundreds of persons 
awaiting ‘outgoing trains. Many went to 
the second floor, which under any condition 
will be safe, but the crowds were so great 
that a majority of the people could not 
find room there, and were forced to go up 
town. By 1 o'clock a half foot of water 
covered the waiting room, and the ticket 
office, telegraph office, and baggage and 
express offices were soon flooded. 


Railway Traffic Stopped. 


Although the water was rising more 
slowly as it spread out, it made it impos- 
sible to move trains in any direction. The 
Station will, with the exception of the sec- 
ond-story waiting rooms, restaurant, and 
offices, have to be temporarily abandoned. 

The only outlet now is over the Santa Fé, 
Misouri Pacific, Alton, Burlington, and 
Wabash tracks in the eastern part of the 
city, but as little switching can be done 
outside the station, all trains finally will 
be stalled. All incoming trains from the 
East are laid out, and the wires being 
down, it is impossible to state the railway 
condition east of here. 

The express companies, whose offices are 
located at the lower end of the station, 
are all under four feet of water, and ex- 
pressage is being moved up town as fast 
as wagons can move through Union Ave- 
nue, which now is a swift current, the 
water reaching almost to the wagon boxes. 

Only a limited portion of this matter gan 
be removed, and already much damage has 
been done. Freight also is being removed 
from the various freight houses by means 
of wagons, but the work is slow and diffi- 
cult. 

Because of the delayed traffic west of 
Kansas City during the past week a great 
amount of freight has accumulated here, 
and now that the railway yards are under 
water it will be impossible to move this 
save by boat. As the boats are being used 
to rescue people, much freight will be dam- 
aged. All telephone communication with 
the flooded district is shut off, making it 
difficult to accurately estimate the dam- 
age. 

The flooded district covers an area three 
miles long by four miles wide. The flood 
forms a semi-circle reaching south and 
west from the Union Depot, which is lo- 
cated under high bluffs,that mark the 
dividing line between Kansas City (Mo.) 
proper and what is known as the West Bot- 
toms. The principal damage done up to 
last night was at Armourdale and Argen- 
tine, Kan., in the packing house distritt, on 
the Kansas River, cn the extreme south- 
west border of the circle mentioned. Early 
this morning the rise in the Kansas River 
met the waters of the Missours on the 
northwest, and merged finally at the high- 
est point, at the Union Depot. 

A few blocks west of the depot the water, 
which came with a mighty force, spread 
out in all directions, and ft was not long 
before the wholesale district of Kansas 
City was under water, ranging from three 
feet at the depot to fifteen feet or more 
at the stockyards and packing house dis- 
trict along the Kansas River. 


Packing Houses Flooded. 


In this district are situated the immense 
packing plants of Armour, Cudahy, Fowler, 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger, and Swift & 
Co., the storehouses of no less than fifty 
big agricultural implement houses, includ- 
ing those of the Jolin Deere Plow Company, 
the Deering Harvester Company, the Mc- 
Cormick ,Harvester Company, and Parlin 
& Orendgorft Company, ten wholesale zgro- 
cery houses, the freight depots of the va- 
rious roads entering the city, the Kansas 
City Live Stock Dxchange, and the stock- 
yards and the buildings of other numerous 
big concerns. 

The packing houses and the stockyards, 
which are in the lower district, are sur- 
rounded by water fifteen feet deep, and at 
the Live Stock Exchange the basement, con- 
taining two dozen railway offices, is com- 
pletely submerged, the water reaching into 
the second story offices, 

At the stockyards all the pens were sub- 
merged to the roof, the implement, grocery, 
and other houses were flooded to the first 
floors. The mail station, “‘A,”’ the largest 
sub-station in the city, and two fire houses 
were abandoned during the forenoon, as 
was in fact the entire flooded district, 
which now is reachable by boats alone, The 
water soon became too deep for the pas- 
sage of wagons, and property of all kinds 
was left at the mercy of the floods. 

The financial loss has been increasing all 
day and bids fair to continue. The heav- 
jest loss is at Armourdale, where the losses 
to the packing industry and others are 
placed conservatively at $2,500,000. Argen- 
tine has suffered losses estimated at $500,- 
000. Other losses which cannot now be es- 
timated will increase the total very mate- 


rially. 
Armour & Co. have 200 men working at 


the pumps trying to keep the rising water 
out of the buildings. At the Superintend- 
ents’ officeit was said this morning that the 
plant will continue to operate with a full 
force unless the water goes much higher. 
All the hundreds of smaller concerns, near 
the ordinary banks of the Missouri River, 
which depend upon the river for power, 
are under water, and they will be forced 
to suspend till the river recedes, throwing 
thousands of men out of employment. 

The stock yards, situated on the State 
line, are submerged. Many of the pens 
are five feet deep in water. The basement 
of the live stock exchange, containing a 
hundred railroad and other offices, as well 
as the big barns of the mule and horse 
markets in that district, are several feet 
under water. There is no way of reaching 
the stock yards except by boat from a point 
one mile east. Sheep valued at $7,000 as 
well as many head of cattle and horses 
have been drowned, and the loss at this 
point will be very heavy. 

All night the forces of the stock yard 
men were at work rescuing live stock. 
Hundreds of head were brought up to town. 

All trolley lines in both cities have been 
shut down, the power house at Riverview 
being under water, and only one or two 
cable lines on the Missouri side running. 

This afternoon the pumping station at 
Quindaro was shut down, water having 
entered the building, and both cities are 
without a water supply. The Fire Chief 
has sent out a notice to all citizens to pro- 
vide carefully against fire. The Kansas 
City police spent all night rescuing persons. 
The police have thirty-five boats in serv- 
ice. At Schwarzschild’s plant twenty-five 
‘persons, employes and people in the yvicin- 
ity who had been driven from their homes, 
are imprisoned. They have been held there 
gince early last evening. They are safe 
‘from harm, but will not be removed until

streams in the stricken territory are rising 
at an alarming rate. The property loss in, 
the wholesale district of the west bottoms 
will be tremendous. Both Kansas Cities 
are co-operating in the matter of relief, and 
to-day the great auditorium of Convention 
‘Hall, on the Missouri side, capable of seat- 
ing 20,000 persons, was turned into a relief 
camp and the unfortunates brought there 
from the Kansas side. 


Two Suburbs Suffer Heavily. 


Armourdale, with a population’ of 16,000 
people, ig deserted, and its site marked 
only by the tops of buildings and a number 
of fires. Seven fires, believed to be chiefly 
box cars burning, could be seen from the 
bluffs to-night. There is some danger that 
the flames will spread ‘to the partially sub- 
merged buildings, adding greatly to the 
already heavy loss. The fire started from 
the flowing of the flood into a limehouse. 

Two-thirds of Argentine, which is a rail- 
road and manufacturing town on the south 
bank of the Kansas City, six miles from 
Kansas City, is inundated by 10 to 20 feet 
of water; 4,500 of the 6,500 inhabitants are 
homeless, and nearly 3,000 are destitute. 
Five bridges have been swept away, all the 
railroad tracks and factories are under 
water, and business is suspended. 

The loss of the bridges and the suspension 
of street car travel and telephone service 
have almost isolated Argentine, the wagon 
road to Kansas City being nearly impas- 
sable for heavy vehicles. There would 
have been a famine there to-day but for 
the discovery of two refrigerator carloads 
of meat in the railroad yards and the gen- 
erosity of a contractor, who sent a wagon 
load of bread from Kansas City for free 
distribution. The meat was confiscated 
and the bread and meat are being served at 
the City Hall to all applicants. Many of 
the destitute are negroes who have not 
even saved sufficient clothing. 

The Santa Fé Railroad's loss is very 
heavy, but can scarcely be estimated until 
the flood abates. The railroad has 100 
miles of track in the Argentine yards, and 
several miles of freight cars stand sub- 
merged. Some cars have broken loose from 
their trucks and floated down the river. 
The current has left the old channel and 
has moved south, taking all the buildings 
in its path. The Samia Fé track is under 
water all the way to Holliday, eight miles 
from Argentine up the Kansas River Val- 
ley. 

The Turner bridge, three miles above 
Argentine, was washed out at 10:30 o'clock 
this morning. Its wreckage lodged against 
the county bridge at Argentine, which suc- 
cumbed at noon. The Belt Line steel rail- 
road bridge, just below the county bridge, 
fell‘immediately afterward. Then in suc- 
cession the Twenty-fourth Street bridge 
and the county bridge at Fifth Street were 
carried away. The railroad bridge was 
valued at $75,000 and the other four at 
$25,000 each, making the bridge loss $175,- 
000. Five hundred frame dwelling houses 
are under water, and with a further rise 
many will be swept away. 

The state of the river at 5 o'clock to- 
night was 30 feet 7 inches. The previous 
high record was made in 1881, when the 
river rose to 26 feet 3 inches. By to-mor- 
row morning, according to the prediction 
of Superintendent O'Connor of the Weather 
Bureau, the level will be 31 feet. 

High water and much damage to crops 
and railroads are reported from the Mis- 
sourl River Valley east of this city. A 
Buckner the river is four and a half miles 
wide, and thirty families have been driven 
from home, 

In Saline County the Chicago and Alton 
and Missouri Pacific have suffered from 
wash-outs and high water. Many fields of 
corn and wheat are flooded. 

At Boonville the Missouri River gauge 
showed 21.5 feet at 3 o'clock to-day, a rise 
of 2.1 feet in 24 hours. The highest mark 
reached here since 1844 was 24 feet in 1881, 
Thousands of acres of corn and wheat 
lands in the bottoms in Cooper and How- 
ard Counties are under water. Two steam- 
boats were engaged last night and to-day 
removing families and live stock from the 
islands above and below Boonville. 


DAMAGE AT LAWRENCE, KAN. 

LAWRENCE, Kan., May 81.—The water 
here has fallen a foot. Half the houses of 
the north side are washed away, but the 
people have ail gone to high ground and 
are safe. The river is six to seven miles 
wide here. Hundred of homes have been 
earried down the river. There are only two 
or three small spots on the north side not 
under water, and most of the 8,000 people 
over there are homeless and have lost all 
their personal property. There has been 
much loss of live stock. 

Harry Sedgwick and a man named Rich- 
ards died from the excitement of the flood 
after they had been moved to places of 
safety on the north side, and a Union Pa- 
cific employe, whose name could not be 
learned, and his companion, named Math- 
ews, were in a boat that was overturned. 
It is believed both were lost. 


FLOODS IN MISSOURI. 


Missouri and Mississippi River Bot- 
toms Submerged—Extensive 
Damage to Crops. 


ST. LOUIS, May 31.—Weather Forecaster 
Bowle of the St. Louis bureau has pre- 
dicted a continued rise in the Missouri and 
Mississippi Rivers, and has sent warnngs 
to various points threatened along those 
streams. From reports already received it 
is feared the conditions that prevailed dur- 
ing the great flood of 1881 may be re- 
peated, 

At Jefferson City, where the Missourt is 
bankfull and spreading over the bottoms, 
a continued rise can only mean the @e- 
struction of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
growing crops, loss of live stock, and loss 
of human life. Jefferson City is favorably 
located, and no rise of the river could do 
much damage to the city. The squatter resi- 
dents along the river front have been forced 
to higher ground, and some damage is be- 
ing done along Ware's Creek, which flows 
through the city, by the Missouri backing 
up the waters. 

The damage there, however, is slight as 
compared to the havoc being wrought in 
the low bottom farming land opposite the 
city and on the big sand bars, where pros- 
percus farms are located. Wolf Island, op- 
posite the city, is completely submerged, 
and many acres of corn washed out. The 
Missouri is higher at Booneville than it 
has been in years, It went over the banks 
on the Howard County side at noon yester- 
day, and the lowlands are being submerged. 
The inhabitants. on islands east and west 
af Boooneville are being removed by steam- 
boats to places of safety. It is indicated 
that the river will go two feet higher by 
Monday morning. 

Franklin Junction, immediately across 
the river from Booneville, on the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas, is in immediate dan- 
ger, The damage to crops in the lowlands 
along the Missouri: River in Cooper Coun- 
ty will go into the thousands of dollars. 

Waterbound, with no prospects of relief, 
sums up the situation in Northwest Mis- 
sourl,. Although there has been no loss of 
life in St. Joseph and vicinity from floods, 
the property loss will be enormous. Rail- 
road traffic is practically at a standstill, 
and passengers who are compelled to board 
trains do so with no guarantee that they 
will reach their destination. 

Farmers in the bottom lands are power- 
less to stop the destruction wrought by 
the elements. Those who did not suffer 
from the wind now suffer from water. 
Corn and wheat are in bad shape; in many 
counties crops are ruined. /The gauge 
shows the war. <p teee anges the danger 
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Creek sare very bad, with more 
water in sight as a result of yesterday's 
rains, Wash-outs render traffic on all 
railroads unsafe, and railroad men are 
working night and day wrestling with the 
water problem. — Ae 

Farmers living on Bay Island and in the 
Mississippi River bottoms near there are 
abandoning their homes and seeking higher 
places of safety on the Missouri side. The 
water in the Mississippi River has risen 
ten inches during the’ past twenty-four 
hours, and {is still coming up rapidly. The 
stamboats Flying Eagle and Jacob Richt- 
man were busily engaged yesterday after- 
noon and to-day in taking families and 
their household goods, stocks, &c., from 
Bay Island. Over one-half of the island is 
under water, and the crops, corn being the 
principal one, are a total loss. The tenants 
on the farms have lost everything and are 
now almost penniless. Al) the lowlands 
along the tracks of the Burlington Rail- 
road between Hannibal and West Quincy, a 
distance of nineteen miles, are submerged 
and are now one sea of water, 


LINCOLN, Neb., May 81.—Fiood waters 
in some of the swollen streams began re- 
ceding to-day, but the conditions remain 
practically as bad as before. Salt Creek at 
Lincoln has gone down two feet, but near 
Waverly and Ashland it has overflowed 
thousands of acres. Help was asked to- 
day to rescue farmers imprisoned by the 
waters, 
feet at Beatrice, but further up, near 
Crete, the rise to-day was sufficient to 
carry down bridges. 

Raflroads are tied up. The Burlington ts 
unable to operate its trains over its Lincoln- 
Kansas City line. The Missouri Pacific is 
not attempting to get trains through to- 
night. Great damage is reported on all 
roads south of Lincoln. 

A drizzling rain has fallen all day. Hun- 
dreds of wagon bridges have been carried 
out by the flood tn Southern Nebraska, and 
wagon roads are impassable. 


HIGH WATER AT HANNIBAL. 

HANNIBAL, Mo., May 31.—The rise in 
the Mississippi River has caused heavy 
damage to the islands and bottom lands in 
this section. Thousands of acres cf corn 
and other crops are submerged, dwellings 
have been wrecked, and a great deal of 
life stock has perished. 

In Hannibal the water Is far: up on the 
levee, and residents of the ‘‘ squatter" sec- 
tion have been compelled to vacate their 
homes for higher places. The gauge at 
the Hannibal Bridge registered 14 feet 8 
inches above low-water mark, or 1 foot 8 
inches above the danger line. 

Telegraphic reports show that the Mis- 
sissippi River is rising at all points north 
of Hannibal up to St. Paul. 


SITUATION AT DES MOINES. 


Are Tied Up—Food and Fuel Fam- 
ine Is Threatened. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, May 31—At 6 
o'clock to-night the Des Moines River had 
declined fourteen inches from its maximum 
height of twenty-four feet early this morn- 
ing. Notwithstanding the steady rain that 
has fallen for three days, it is believed 
danger of further rise is past, as reports 
from points above Des Moines are to the 
effect that the river has been falling for 
twenty-four hours, 

The extent of suffering among the thou- 
sands of flood refugees has been reduced to 
a minimum by the better organization of 
relief work. The few remaining levees will 
hold. The river continues to be from half 
a mile to two miles wide, however, effect- 
ually cutting off communication between 
the main part of Des Moines and the east, 
north, and south districts. The water is 
filled with débris and boating is perilous. 
Railway traffic continues to be tied up, 
however, and it will be severdl days before 
the railways will resume schedules or the 
street railway can operate, 

The police report that thieves in boats are 
plundering stocks of merchandise in the 
business district to an alarming extent, and 
several arrests have been made. One offi- 
cer had a fight with a robber, who es- 
caped, Neither was wounded. 

This afternoon the relief authorities an- 
nounced that they were confronted with a 
food and fuel famine. Meat markets all 
over the city declare they have but two or 
three days’ stock on hand. There are no 
trains entering the city, and no prospect 
of getting a shipment of freight into Des 
Moines in less than three or four days. 
Bakeries are overtaxed by reason of the 
demand of the thousands of flood refugees 
through the relief association. The tem- 
perature of the past three days has been 
such as to cause great suffering and to 
threaten great loss of life through expos- 
ure. There is only a meagre coal supply, 
and the light and power plant and the 
water works have an insufficient supply. 
Roads are impassable for team hauling, and 
no coal can be shipped in. 

At the water company’s office this after- 
noon {ft was said that the situation is 
alarming. Notice was sent to every resi- 
dent in the city to draw an extra supply of 
water to provide against the closing of the 


plant. 

The water ‘and electric light and power 
plants are still running, but it is only by 
the employment of several hundred men to 
man pumps and work on the levees. 

For more than two days it has rained 
constantly, and the mercury has stood 
close to the freezing point. Scores of men, 
women, ahd children spent hours at a time 
in soaking wet garments, sitting on the 
roofs of their homes awaiting the arrival of 
rescuers, The last of these was removed 
at 10 o’clock. More fatalities will result 
from exposure than from drowning. The 
property loss is enormous.. 

Seven authenticated fatalities have been 
reported. Reports of a score or more have 
been received from those sections of the 
city that are cut off from communication, 
but cannot be verified. 

The Northwestern ran one train out from 
the city limits to-day, mail being conveyed 
to it in a boat. The Rock Island is trying 
to get trains through to the West. The 
main line east is tied up. The Milwaukee 
is also making spasmodic attempts to op- 
erate trains. The Great Western, Wabash, 
and Burlington Roads have completely 
abandoned their lines in this city. 


Part of Ottumwa (lowa) Submerged. 
OTTUMWA, Iowa, May 31.—All records 
for high water were broken to-day with the 
Des Moines River standing 21 feet 5% 
inches. Hundreds of homes in the west 
and south part of Ottumwa are flooded. 
The work of rescui victims occupied the 
day. It is reported that no lives have been 
lost. Churches, public buildings, and many 
private houses have been opened to the 
sufferers Railroad traffic is cut off on 
all roads except on the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy. 


War Department Renders Aid. 
WASHINGTON, May 81.—The War De- 
partment will assist te the extent of its 
power in efforts to alleviate suffering in 
the flooded districts of the West. Orders 
to this effect have been, given to Major 
Gen. J. C. Bates, commanding the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri, with headquarters 
at Omaha, Neb. The supply department at 
Leavenworth, Kan., will be drawn upon for 
the shipment cf tents to the flooded local- 

ities should these be found necessary. 


AID FROM ST. JOSEPH. 


Men, Money, and Boats Will Be Ten- 
dered to Flood-Stricken Regions. 
May 31.—President J. 

Club has called 
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tender men, money, and boats to all points 
needing assistance. The six big packing 
Plants in South St, Joséph are in danger. 
The Missouri River has risen three feet 
since noon, submerging ali bottom lands. - 

Mayor Borden left to-night on a special 
Rock Island train for Topeka with 300 men 
and 20 boats. All possible assistance will 
be offered that stricken city. 
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SKULL FRACTURED IN FIGHT. 


Charles Gray, engineer of the Carlton 
Apartments at 110 West ‘Thirty-ninth 
Street, was found lying on the floor of thé 
front hallway shortly before 7 o'clock last 
night with his skull fractured. The Ten- 
derloin police were notified and Gray was 
sent in an ambulance to the New York 
Hospital. On information given by Super- 
intendent George of the Carlton, two ten- 
ants and Charles Tucker, the hall hoy, the 
police arrested Charles Schaumberg, a cab- 
man, and an occupant of the house, who 
was found at Sixth Avenue and Thirty- 
ninth Street, by detectives who followed 
his wife from the apartment house to that 
Place at 10 o'clock. 

Schaumberg was taken to the hospital to 
be identified by his supposed victim, but 
the latter had not yet recovered conscious- 
ness, The prisoner was then taken to the 
West Thirtieth Street Station, where he 
made a statement, in which he admitted he 
had had an encounter with Gray. He sald 
that his stepmother, Mrs. Lena Schaum- 
burg of 427 East Beventy-second Street, 
called at his home Saturday to see him. 
He was out at the time. When he returned 
his wife told him that Gray, who has a 
room across the hall from the Schaumburg 
apartment, had insulted his mother, 

Schaumburg says he met Gray In the 
vestibule of the apartment house last night 
and demanded an explanation from him. 
‘They quarreied, and, he says, he told Gray 
that if he (Schaumburg) had been home at 
the time his mother called, he would have 
** broken Gray in two.’’ He says Gray toid 
him he would not be able to do it, and 
then they clinched. He says he pushed 
Gray, and the engineer fell backward, strik- 
ing his head on the tiled flooring of the 
vestibule. Schaumburg says he then walked 
out of the house, not suspecting Gray was 
seriously hurt by the fall. Schaumburg was 
then locked up pending developments. 

It was said at the hospital late last night 
thai Gray's condition was serious, 

The police asked that a Coroner be sent 
to the New York Hospital to take Gray's 
ante-mortem statement and Coroner Schol- 
er took charge of the case. However, as 
the hospital reported that the man was 
unconscious the Coroner did not go to the 
hospital. 


THE NEW GALLAUDET HOME. 


Building at Poughkeepsie toe be 


Opened on Wednesday.

POUGHKEEPSIE, May 31.—On Wednes- 
day, the anniversary of the birth of the 
late Rev. Dr. Thomas Gallaudet, the new 
building of the Gallaudet Home, founded 
by him, will be formally opened with ap- 
propriate exercises. 

The Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes was 
founded by Dr. Gallaudet, for the purpose 
of establishing religious teaching and ser- 
vices for the deaf. In the course of his 
ministrations he found that there were 
numbers of aged and infirm deaf-mutes 
who were destitute, and for whom there 
Was no provision except that of the alms- 
houses, where they were practically ex- 
cluded from the world, having usually no 
He, 
therefore, proposed to some benevolent 
friends the establishment of a home for 
these people, and ultimately a farm was 
purchased and a number of the unfortu- 
nates were installed in it. The building was 
from time to time enlarged, but three 
years ago was destroyed by fire. The in- 
mates escaped, and were temporarily 
housed here, and as soon as possible ar- 
rangements were made to rebuild. 

The Church Mission had fortunately re- 
ceived several legacies, which were to be 
devoted to the use of the Gallaudet Home, 
and a part of the fund provided by these 
cemetner with the insurance on the old 
building, was placed in a building fund, 

lans were prepared, and the new home 
egun. It occupies the site of the former 
building, a knoll commanding a charming 
view of the river, 


CALLED McDERMOTT A LIAR. 


Man Who Interrupted His Kishineff 
Speech Hustied Out by Police. 


The Bijou Theatre in Jersey City was 
crowded last night by an audience that 
gathered to denounce the Kishineff out- 
rages. Joseph E. Bernstein presided. Con- 
gressman Allan L. McDermott, the first 


speaker, considered the Greek Church part- 
ly responsible. He had no sympathy, he ; 
said, with that religion which persecuted 
Jews wherever they could be found, and 
yet preached the doctrine that no man 
could enter the kingdom of heaven except 
through the shed ng of the sacrificial 
blood of the son of a Jewish mother.

MAY’S REMARKABLE WEATHER. 
Smallest Rainfall in Thirty-three Years 
—Mean Temperature Exceeded Only 


Once During the Same Period. 
Same Period. 


Facts and figures to prove that as re- 
gards weather conditions May was a re- 
markable month were adduced last night 
by Eben H. Emery, head of the local 
Weather bureau. 

The total rainfall during the month as 
recorded at the Weather Bureau was 0.33 
of an inch, an amount-which is 2.89 inches 
below the normal for thirty-three years, 
the length. of time the records have been 
-kept. In May of previous years the small- 
est rainfall, 0.73 of an inch. 

Moreover, the mean temperature for the 
month ended yesterday (64 degrees, or 4 de- 


grees above the normal) has only once been 
exceeded—in May, 1880, when it was 65 de- 
grees—and only once has it been equaled— 
in May, 1896. The highest temperature re- 
corded during the month was 91 degrees, 
on the 20th, and the lowest 40 degrees, on 
the 2d.

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REPAIRS TO CUP YACHTS 
Reliance and Constitution Go to 
_ Bristol to be Overhauled. 


Constitution Will Have Her New Mast 
Stepped—Work at Herreshoff 
Shops in Bristol. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BRISTOL, R. I., May 81.—The Constitu- 
tion arrived here to-day and the Reliance 
is expected to-morrow for overhauling and 
general repairs after their first’ series of 
races at Glen Cove. They will have until 
June 8 to be put into first-class condition, 
that being the date of the first rate off 
Sandy Hook. The Reliance arrived at New 
London from Glen Cove early this morning, 
and a new mainsail was bent on. She 
then started for Newport in tow of her 
tender the Sunbeam, arriving there \this 
afternoon. The Constitution came direct 
from Glen Cove in tow of the Satellite, on 
board of which was August Belmont. Im- 
mediately after the yacht came to anchor 
the sails were unbent in readiness for be- 
ginning work on her to-morrow. 

The Constitution is to have her new main- 
mast stepped, a job postponed the last 
time the craft was in Bristol. The big steel 
spar is in readiness at the Herreshoff shops 
and not much delay will be met with in 
raising it upon the shears at the Herreshoff 
pier and dropping it into its step in the hull 
of the Constitution. 

The Reliance is carrying a greater area 
of canvas now,than she did when she first 
started out to stretch hér sails. Since she 
left Bristol last the mainsail she has had 
in use is some 300 feet greater in area than 
the original mainsails she used, and though 
the craft has had a longer boom and gaff 
than she had at first the extra sail was 
not attached altogether to the leach or the 
luff. More hoist has been given the main- 
sail, as shown by the jaws of the gaff go- 
ing higher up on the mainmast than at 
first. When the first mainsail was set on 
the Reliance the jaws of the gaff were on 
a common base with the spreaders and 
strut on the foreside of the mast, but now 
they are above that line nearly a couple of 
feet. The craft proved herself to be suffi- 
ciently stiff to stand the increase in the 
trials up at the head of Long Island Sound, 
previous to the Glen Cove races. It is pre- 
sumed that by the change it was Mr. Ise- 
lin’s intention to work the boat to her rac- 
ing form by degrees and it may be that 
when the triaf races are begun Reliance 
will be enabled to stretch a mainsail with a 
still greater area of canvas. 

A new racing yacht built here from the 
design of N. G. Herreshoff was given tests 
in a steady southwest breeze in the bay 
last Monday. The boat is named The 
Flight, and is a centreboard craft with a 
twenty-five-foot waterline. She is sloop 
rigged and has a shoal draught, long over- 
hangs, and is wide in beam-—in fact, a 
regular skimming dish, with a bow very 
much after the style of that on the Reli- 
ance. She has a pole mast. The Flight 
proved to be fast on all conditions of sail- 
ing, more particularly in heaving. She 


looks high and turns quick. The racer 
was taken out on the wharf Thursday to 
have some changes made in the ballast. 
She is soon to be on her way to her owner, 
Theodore Havemeyer, Jr., who is to use 
her for outside sport the present season. 

Morgan F. Plant of the New York Yacht 
Club came here the latter part of the week 
to take sharp of his new yachts, just 
built at the Herreshoff shops. One is the 
fine steam yacht Parthenla, 125 feet in 
length, and the other is a smaller craft, the 
cruising sloop Nelife of a_ thirty-four-foot 
waterline. The Parthenia left here yester- 
day for New London, after Mr. Plant had 
placed her in commission. The Parthenia 
towed the Nellie away.

The bill passed by the Legislature at 
its last session, providing that the vatue 
ef land assessed for purposes of taxa- 
tion in New York City shall be entered 
upon the records of the Department of 
Taxes and Assessments separate from 
the value of the buildings or improve- 
ments thereon, and requiring the rec- 
erd ef real estate valuations to be made 
public, became a law by receiving the 
signature of Gov. OpsLi on May 8&8.

down in two columns, the first column 
opposite each separately assessed par- 
cel of real estate giving the sum for 
which it would sell if wholly unim- 
proved, and the second column the sum 
for which it would sell with the im- 
provements, To Section 1,527 of the 
charter is added this amendment:

These amendments are in the interest 
of a more uniform and equitable as- 
sessment of real property.

This seems to us a most hopeful be- 
ginning of tax reform. Ultimately we 
should learn the lesson that the at- 
tempt to tax personal property is fu- 
tile and a source of the gravest wrong 
and injustice. When by far the great- 
est portion of all personal property es- 
capes taxation it is a manifest wrong 
to continue to impose the burden upon 
the small remainder which finds no way 
ef escape. A tax upon real estate, it 
has been abundantly demonstrated, is 
pretty evenly distributed, and when a 
method has been devised, as it appears 
to have been devised in this bill, which 
promises equitable assessment, a step 
forward has been taken toward the next 
reform. Experience of the working of 
the law just signed by Gov. ODELL will 
make it easy for any community when 
authority has been given to make a 
trial of the system of taxing real es- 
tate alone. This is not the “single 
tax’”’; that should be borne in mind. 
It is simply an attempt to introduce a 
better and more scientific system of 
assessment. 


MR. CHOATE ON THE SUPREME 
COURT. 

It is, of course, impossible that Mr. 
CHOATE should write of the great court 
before which he has practiced so long 
and with such brilliant results and not 
make his comment interesting and in- 
forming. His paper in the current North 
American Review is certainly full of in- 
formation and interest. It explains lu- 
cidly the conditions that led to the 
formation of the court, the manner in 
which the expectations of the framers of 
the Constitution have been met and sur- 
passed, the constantly widening functions 
which the court has been called on to 
perform, and the immensely useful work 
it has done in promoting the orderly and 
harmonious development of our system 
of government, so novel, and in so many 
ways, as it is. He points out, what has 
escaped most commentators, the peculiar 
service of the court as in reality a trib- 
unal of arbitration between States that 
are essentially sovereign in many of their 
attributes, a service which is analogous 
to that now coming into demand in in- 
ternational affairs. And he attributes 
largely to ‘‘the vigorous and masterly 
manner in which the Supreme Court has 
exercised its essential and lawful func- 
tion of construction,” ‘‘the fact that a 
written Constitution, instead of being 
torn asunder and left by the way as the 


Nation expanded, as new and wholly un- 
expected conditions arose, has grown 
with the growth of the Nation like the 


hide of am animal from its birth to its 


maturity, so that it still embraces and 
covers the whole of our vast National 
life.”’ 

Mr. CHoatTH doés not, however, touch 
upon one point which is of the greatest 


interest and importance, the fact that 


some serious rules of construction of the 


Constitution have been much modified, 
mot to say reversed, under the decisions 
of the Supreme Court. The most striking 


case is that of the legal-tender decision, 
In this the opinion of a majority of a 


quorum of the court was deliberately re- 
versed by a majority of the whole court. 
The later decision was based in substance 
on the proposition that the right to make 
Governnnent notes a legal tender was de- 


rived by’ the United States as one of the 


rights of all sovereignties at the time 
that the United States became a sover- 
eignty. That was a radical departure 
from any previously accepted principle 


of construction of the Constitution. A 


like case was the reversal of the deci- 
sion as to the income tax. An analogous 
but not strictly similar case was that of 
(the Philippine decisions, in which a ma- 
jority ef the cpurt reached the same con» 
Clusion on grounds that differed among 


‘themselves and in some respects were 


flatly eemtradictory. 

This is not “vigorous and masterly” 
constraction. It is rather the contrary. 
| Yet it. was practically inevitable. It was 


,due, as we. see it, to the fact that the 
Justices of ‘the Supreme Court are, con- 
_sciously or (unconsciously, a part of the 


wide limit, act directly in opposition to 
the firmly held sentiment of the people 
on matters of first importance. Instinet- 
ively they feel that as to such matters 
they must make the Constitution work. 
So far, they have always done so. That, 
rather than their independence and fi- 
delity to the Constitution, we suspect has 
been the cause of the continual and con- 
tinuous growth of the Constitution.

HOW THE COLONIES LOOK AT IT. 

We gave yesterday some interesting 
extracts trom the organs of public opin- 
ion in the British colonies as to the new 
policy announced by Mr, CHAMBERLAIN, 
They were not all favorable, by any 
means. We fancy that colonial opinion 
will be still less 80 ag the details of the 
policy are worked out. 

Canada is the only colony that has 
definitely given preference in her tariff 
to the mother country. She has given 
33 1-3 per cent. This is not a very im- 
portant concession when we consider 
that the Canadian tariff is not high, and 
is confined to relatively few articles as 
compared with the range of the trade of 
England. The other colonies will hard- 
ly go further than Canada. If all go as 
far,.it will still be much short of free 
trade within the empire. And it must 
be remembered that free trade within 
the empire is what Mr, CHAMBERLAIN 
wants and what he must get as any real 
compensation for the burdens he pro- 
poses to place on trade outside of the 
empire. When it comes to anything like 
complete freedom of trade, the protec- 
tionist colonies—that is to say, practically 
all the colonies—will be pretty sure to 
think twice as to the effect of English 
competition on their home industries. 

Again, it must be recalled that the 
avowed purpose of the policy ) of Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN is to secure the aid of the 
colonies in bearing the expenses of the 
empire. Little is said of that as yet, but 
it will have to be discussed very plainly 
and seriously before the policy is finally 
adopted. It is of the essence of the bar- 
gain. The Colonial Secretary talks now 
of his desire to secure the affection of 
the colonies. He might get it by prefer- 
ences in trade. But he wants their money 
as well. Before he can get that, the col- 
onies will insist on knowing just how 
much he wants and the money value of 
what they are to have in return. There 
are other phases of the proposed change 
as to which the colonies are likely to 
have conflicting views, but these are 
enough to show that it is possible that 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN is reckoning without 
his host in this matter. 

A DYING IDEA. 

According to Congressman Hut. of 
Iowa the idea which has been named 
from the State he so creditably repre- 
sents will practically be put to sleep 
in the next Iowa Republican Convention. 
A resolution, he says, has been agreed 
upon, to be prepared, as to form, by that 
eminent political embalmer, Senator AL- 
LISON. It will approve of revision when 
revision shall become necessary, but it 
will not say when that will be, and it 
will avoid the offensive proposition, 
which was in the platform last year, that 
the high tariff aids and abets trusts. 

This, we suppose, is the latest triumph 
of Mr. RoosEVELT’s diplomatic talent. 
When we recall that less than a year ago 
he gave his cordial support. to the policy 
of tariff revision, that he plainly de- 
nounced the mixing of the tariff with 
party politics, and called for an impartial 
eommission ef experts to sit in contin- 
uous criticism of the rates and guide Con- 
gress in necessary changes, we are lost 
in admiration for his capacity to bring 
about compromises, especially compro- 
mises with his own convictions. As 
Henry IV. of Franee thought Paris well 
worth the saying of a mass, Mr. Roosr- 
VELT will not let a little thing like a con- 
scientious belief stand between him and 
his entry in triumph into the National 
capital as an ‘elected President. 


THE OLDEST PERSON. 

Mrs, MARGARET N5EVE, who died at 
Guernsey, England, a few weeks ago at 
the age of 110 years, probably is to be 
noted as having lived longer than any 
other person of modern times. In the 


matter of long living she was entirely 
original and peculiar. Although men of 
science have failed to discover the meth- 


ods by which people may exceed the span 


allotted by the Psalmist, still the dis- 


heartened members of the One Hundred 
Years Club have found that there are 
certain conditions common to those who 


live longer than a century. Thus, most 


centenarians are very poor, the longest 


lived being paupers in almshouses. Also 
they are, if not actually illiterate, at least 
of defective education. A third point is 
the absence of convincing proofs of their 
great age. Mrs, NEVE, however, was 


rich from birth and highly educated. She 


had the further ‘distinction of being the 
only person known to have indubitable 
documentary evidence of 110 years of 
life. So invariable has been the lack of 


such proofs in the cases investigated by 


scientists that the late Sir Groran 


Lewis affirmed that no person, or hardly 
any person, ever lived for more than 103 
years and a few months, 

Observation and the census returns of 


the different countries have led a Ger- 


man statistician to announce that edu- 


eation and material prosperity are the 
chief enemies of long living. In coun- 
tries where poverty and illiteracy are 
general there are many times more cen- 


tenarians than in countries where the 


condition is the reverse. Thus Spain, 
with 18,000,000 people, has 410 centena- 


rians, while Germany, with 50,000,000 of: 


population, has but 78. Ireland, with 
hardly one-seventh the popylation of 


England, has five times as imany cen- 
tenarians. The late Prof, Owe (the 
highest authority) rejeated the census 
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who are ignorant of their birth dates or 
who are inspired by vanity or self-in- 

“which is encouraging for the 
well-to-do and enlightened members of 
the Hundred Years Club, Owing to the 
unassailable proofs in the solitary case 
of Mra, Nave, scientists must assume 
that her 110 years represent the utmost 
span of human life, the longest period 
ever attained of which there is positive 
knowledge. 

The earlier writers on longevity, such 
as HaLLer, BaILey, Froursns, and oth- 
ers, are untrustworthy. They made no 
efforts to verify the statements which 
they repeat. They report ages far ex- 
ceeding that of Mra. Nevp with easy 
eredulity. They mention a Mr. and Mrs. 
CoTTERILL, (aged respectively 120 and 
115 years,) who lived together 98 years 
“and never had a quarrel”; one JOHN 
Rowan and wife, (aged respectively 172 
and 164 years,) who lived together 148 
years, and whose youngest child was 116 
years old; one OWEN Durry, (aged 122 
years,) who married at the age of 116 
years a third wife, who bore him two 
ehildren; one FRANCIS HoNnao, a Vene- 
tian, who was five times married and 
was the father of forty-nine children; 
MARGARET KRASIOWNA, a Polish woman, 
who married her third husband at 94 and 
bore him three children. One of these 
writers reports as the oldest person a 
Hungarian named ZARTAN, who was re- 
puted to be 189 years old. The causes to 
which these very old persons ascribed 
their long living were various and con- 
tradictory. Mrs. Neve could note but 
one habit as an aid to her sustained vital- 
ity—that of early rising, which the mod- 
ern alienists look upon as a frequent 
source of insanity. 
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TOPICS OF THE TIMEs. 


Every time there is a mysterious ex- 
plosion, quickly followed by a rapidly 
spreading fire, under a car moved by elec- 
tricity, one unchanging explanation is made 
to the reporters and by them repeated to 
the public. The words ‘“‘a fuse blew out” 
are supposed to tell the whole story, to ab- 
solve the company and its employes from 
all responsibility, and to make the panic- 
stricken passengers ashamed that they 
yelled and ran. Now, it would be extreme- 
ly interesting, and not quite without utility, 
perhaps, to know just how many of these 
often recurring accidents are due to the 
blowing out of fuses and how many are 
caused by short circuits resulting from in- 
sulation originally defective or made so 
by overuse or lack of care, In theory, at 
least, the fuse that dissipates under an ex- 
cess of current is only performing its des- 
tined task, and no results more serious 
than a slight shock to unaccustomed nerves 
and a brief interruption of the service 
ought to follow. As a matter of fact, we 
believe, no results more serious than those 
do follow—when it really is a fuse that 
blows out. When the car catches fire and 
blazes like a torch, inside and out, when 
the passengers know by the indubitable 
evidence of agonizing burns that they are 
in grave danger, when the motorman is 
helpless and all the machinery has hys- 
terics—then, we vehemently suspect, it is 
the explanation, not the fuse, that blows 
out, and we have something more than a 
vague impression that in every such case 
it is not sympathy, but an investigating 
committee, composed of independent and 
disinterested electrical experts, that the 
railway company needs. Not being electric- 
al experts ourselves, of course we are open 
to correction in this matter, but until wé 
get it we are going to hold the fuse excuse 
as a sort of corporation joke. 

—~It is infinitely amusing—in a way and 
to people with just the right sort of a 
sense of humor—to see how the papers 
which have been clamoring for the head 
of Major Howzge take Secretary Roor’s 
demonstration that the charges against that 
officer are of the flimsiest quality. Hith- 
erto those papers treated the accusations 
in question as if they were absolute proofs 
of guilt, and the thought of doubting the 
truth of one of them never entered their 
minds. And what do they do now? Do 
they express a mild regret that they were 
80 ready to convict of abominable crimes a 
man whose life has teen devoted to the 
country’s service? Do they promise to be 
more careful in the future, and to hold even 
an army man innocent until he hag beén 
found guilty by due process of civil or mil- 
itary law? By no means. Far from it. 
They simply say—in effect, and some of 
them almost in so many words, ‘* Well, 
liowZE may not be as bad as we hoped, 
but how about HunTEeR? We'll get him, 
anyhow, even if we lose the other fellow.” 
The chances are, or seem to be, that they 
are right in this contention, but what a 
thing to take pleasure in, to rejoice over, 
to use as excuse for the exultant “I told 
you so!’’ As we, who claim only to speak 
the ordinary patriotism of Américan citi- 
zens, view such’ matters, every army scan- 
dal is a National humiliation, and we find 
small cause for joy when one officer ig 
vindicated of the charge of whipping Fili- 
pinos to death by the conviction of anoth- 
er officer of malignant calumny. That's 
because we're not trying to “get"’ any of 
them, and, in this particular.case, would 
be best pleased if the vindication of Major 
Howze were followed by proof that Major 
HunNTER went involuntarily astray under 
the influence of personal feelings which 
he mistook for the call of duty to perform 
a painful task. This, however, is a dread- 
fully imperialistic position, and doubtless 
we shall be told that it marks the degen- 
eracy of the day and viciously attacks the 
Constitution and the Declaration of Inde- 


pendence. That will be hard to endure, but 
we will try to stand it.

DETECTIVE FORCE} 


Calls Them Bundles of Uselessness 
and Like Scarecrows. 


Brooklyn Preacher Declares Gamblers 
Are Still at Work Under the Noses 


of Captains Who Ought to 
be Suspended.

The Rey. Dr. Cortland Myers again at- 
tacked the police from his pulpit in the 
Brooklyn Baptist Temple last night. 

“The Police Department is still asleep,” 
said the preacher, “ Asleep except on Sun- 
day or by special appointment with the 
criminals. Where is the Chief Inspector? 
Since the alarm clock went off he has never 
been heard from. Where are some of the 
Captains? If you listen for the Sunday 
activity or duty you only hear a snore. 
Where are the Roundsmen and detectives 
who are well paid? They are bundles of 
uselessness, of no more value than the 
searecrows in a farmer’s cornfield, The foul 
birds come and light en them and mock 
the taxpayer. 

“ Blue cloth and brass buttons and a club 
do not make a policeman. We have 
thought it did—we are awaking to better 
sense. The criminals are still at work, 
and any amount of opportunity ts given to 
conseientious officials to reveal fearlessless 
and fidelity. We have waited weeks for 
them to do that for the public which ordi- 
nary citizens without pay did and can re- 
peat. They would rather haye the erim- 
inals’ good will and money than the public 
approval and a clear conscience, 

“There are gamblers still at work in the 
city and under the noses of Captains who 
are not suspended, but who ought to be. 
Why are they not brought where that other 
bunch of fifteen stood? If they cannot do 
it, let the city stop their pay and give ft to 
me, and I will do it, or let the City Govern- 
ment make the best investment and give 
me $1,000, and I will give the city $7,000 f 
worth of fines again. We will repeat this 
until the Police Department is seen to be 
a mockery of justice, 

“If the detective force is too well known 
then let them be shinped to Manhattan or 
St. Louls or Minneapolis. Do not continue 
the farce of keeping names on the payroll 
and stealing money from_ the citizens’ 
purse. If the detective force is of no value, 
say so, and be honest enough to get a bet- 
ter. Detectives need not be known, but 
there is a good reason why they are known. 
Change them and get a better—the prob- 
lem is easy. 

“The detective force can know every 
criminal resort in this city, and the Police 
Department ean bring them into the court- 
room if they want to.

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CONFEDERATE VETERAN CAMP. 


Memorial Services at Mount Hope— 
Bronze Crosses of Honor Present- 
ed to the Old Soldiers. 


The Confederate Veteran Camp of New 
York held memorial services at its plot at 
Mount Hope Cemetery yesterday afternoon. 
Five hundred persons were present. The 
members of the Camp marched from the 
station to the Confederate monument 
headed by the flag of the Camp and the 
National colors.

A hymn, 
prayer by the Chaplain, the Rev. George

City’ by J. C. Roeber followed, and then 
the graves were decorated by the ladies 
of the New York Chapter of Daughters 
of the Confederacy, among the tributes 
being Hlies and roses from Alexander Ham- 
ilton Post 182, G. A. R., and from La- 
fayette Post 140, G. A. R. Hamilton Post

SLAVERY IN THE SOUTH. 


Dr. Babbitt Says the Negro Now Is Sold 
from the Bench of the Judge. 


The Rev. Dr. Dean Richmond Babbitt, 
preaching last night in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the Epiphany, Brook-= 
lyn, on “‘ The Negro and the South,” said: 

“The attitude of the South toward the 
negro to-day is not defensible, except on 
pleas utterly un-American. Its plea for 
Anglo-Saxon dominance, its prejudice 
against the negro, its systematic attempt 
to nullify the Constitution of the United 
States, all are but a far-off echo of strident 
voices. heard for thirty years before the 
civil war settled forever the overweening 
pride and arrogance of State sovereignty. 

“It was feucal in its ideas and impulses 
before the war; it is feudal to-day in all 
its ideas, impulses, legislation, and meth- 
ods pertaining to the negro. It is trying to 
shut the door of opportunity in the face of 
the black man on grounds of race and color. 
It is rapidly robbing the negroes, by a de- 
liberate system, of not only political rights 
but inalienable natural rights, the rights o 
life, liberty, and happiness. 

“There is real slavery of the negro in 
parts of the South to-day, only the poor 
black man or woman ig not sold from the 
auction block, but from the bench of the 
Judge in collusion with slave catchers and 
Slave buyers. What mean those thirty- 
six indictments for slavery returned by a 
Grand Jury in Alabama? What mean the 
slave stockades, the tracking bloodhounds, 
and the lash among the pine woods of 


Georgia? It means that slavery is in ex- 
istence to-day. 


“Why should the North let the South 
settle alone this great national problem? 
We are first Americans, then members of 
a State or section, and the negro belongs 


to the North as well as to the South. The 
negro problem is a United States problem.”

AN AMERICAN VIEW OF 
CHAMBERLAIN’S POLICY. 


-_—— 


Congressman Bede of Minnesota Says 
It Would Not Keep Out Foodstuffs 
Exported from This Country. 


Stal to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—J. Adam Bede, 
who represents the Duluth district of Min- 
nesota in the Fifty-eighth Congress, dis- 
cussing the policy of preferential duties 
advanced by Mr. Chamberlain, said: 

“ A change so radical in Great Britain’s 
tariff policy may naturally cause some con- 
cern in the United States, The United 
States is sending breadstuffs to the value 
of $236,000,000 to Eurepe annually, and 
about $90,000,000 of this goes to Great Brit- 
ain. We are sending the United Kingdom 
$120,000,000 worth of meats annually, Any 
change in Great Britain's tariff that bears 
upon our breadstuffs and meat products we 
are certainly interested in. 

“From all I can learn of the present 
agitation for preferential duties in favor of 
the British colonies, it is a movement 
toward protection. Mr. Chamberlain seems 
to have been struck with the idea while in 
South Africa, and his scheme seems to be 
to place duties on foreign products for the 
purpose of taking them off imports sent 
to the United Kingdom from the colonies. 
At present there are no duties, for in- 
stance, on grain, the ‘“‘ corn tax,” as it is 
called, of a shilling a quarter having been 
removed recently by the present Govern- 
ment, which only a short time back was 
responsible for putting it on. British farm- 
ers had begun to get a taste of the bene- 
fits of protection, and were encouraged to 
think that they could embark in grain 
raising with a prospect that the duty would 
be gradually increased and that they would 
ultimately have a considerable share of 
the home market to themselves. It was 
because this hope had been engendered, I 
believe, that the removal of the corn duty 
was decided upon. There was some fear 
that a protection party would suddenly 
develop, somewhat on the lines ef what 
Mr, Chamberlain suggests, 

“Apparently the object of Mr. Chamber- 
lain's plea was to set in motion a plan for 
the regeneration and upbuilding of the 
South African colonies. Of course, the 
idea had to take in all the colonies, and 
has been described as an intended zoll- 
verein, a sort of imperial protective policy. 
Australia does not want it. Canada would 
on some accounts welcome it, But I ap- 


prehend that when the scheme was worked 
out and it cut across our trade with 
Canada there would be a howl in the Do- 


minion that would be heard over the At- 
lantic. 


is The first result of the adoption of 
Chamberlain’s policy would be to put a 
duty on breadstuffs now sent to England 
from Russia, Argentina, and the United 
States. Canada, which sends Great Brit- 
ain a small part of her wheat and flour, 
would get a preference on her exports. As 
to corn or maize, to distinguish that grain 
from what they call corn in England, that 
being the term there for all grain, we 
should have the English market without 
fear of molestation. Canada is not a corn 
country. Australia is too far away to 
compete. All our meat products would 
stand on nearly the same basis as our 
corn, which is the cereal that is relied on 
for the cheapest and the best production 
of beef, pork, hams, bacon, lard, tallow, 
and all similar meat products. t is not 
easy to see how we could be much dis- 
turbed by preferential duties on these 
staples. Now _as to wheat, the case would 
be different. Manitoba can produce wheat. 
She has a rich soil and a favorable climate, 
including abundance of moisture and the 
cool mid-Summer that wheat likes. A pref- 
erential duty on wheat and flour would no 
doubt stimulate wheat raising in the far 
western portions of the Dominion. 

“But all this is at present speculative. 
You must first catch your hare. Before 
there are preferential duties there must 
be a restoration of a general tariff. To 
establish gee and carry out a re- 
mission of duties there must be a tariff. 
Before that can be brought about there 
will be a _ political convulsion in the little 
islands. There is no impending prospect 
of Mr. Chamberlain's policy being realized. 
The burden of a tariff to atd the colonies 
and bind them to the Empire would rest on 
— 42,000,000 people in the United King- 
om. 

“At any rate, if this idea is a cloud on 
the commercial horizon, it is too far off 
just now to cause any concern. We shall 
keep on feeding the little islands right 
along. The duty they may put on our food 
products will not be large enough to keep 
us out, and, large or small, it will only be 
an added burden for the consumer that 
spent pateet the price here in the United 

ates. 


CHAMBERLAIN ALARMS AUSTRIA,

LONDON, June 1.—Mr. Chamberlain's 
proposals, says the Vienna correspondent 
of The Times, have caused astonishment 
not unmixed with apprehension in Aus- 
tria-Hungary. 

As long as it was possible to represent 
the Colonial Secretary’s Birmingham 
speech as a manoeuvre inspired by per- 
sonal ambition and by a desire to steal 
a march on Premier Balfour, Austrian 
politicians affected to attribute to it the 
secondary importance attaching to an 
electioneering manifesto, but now their 
tone has changed. Mr. Chamberlain is 
still regarded as a schemer, but it is re- 
membered that his schemes have an un- 
pleasant way of fitting themselves to 
circumstances which, if not actually ex- 
istent, are already casting their shadows 
before.

BOTANIGAL GARDEN GIFTS 


Fern Collection Brought from Ja- 
maica by Prof. Underwood. 


The Latest Accessions Also Include 
Large Palms from Australia and 
a Cycad, Native of Mexico. 


A large and especially interesting col- 
lection of living plants was received in the 
New York Botanical Garden last week, and 
are being placed in the conservatories, 
where they may be seen by the general pub- 
lic, as fast as they can be arranged by 
Dr. George V. Nash, Head Gardener. 

By far the largest portion of the recent 
accessions are from Prof. L. M. Under- 
wood, who has charge of the Botanical De- 
partment of Columbia University, but who / 
has been absent in Jamaica for several 
months, making an exhaustive study of 
ferns, He will gail shortly for Europe to 
complete his research and study of the fern 
family. Seven cases of living plants, in- 
cluding ferns, orchids, and members of the 
pineapple family, are a portion of the re- 
sults of his exploration of the island, and 
were received in excellent order. 

A gift of six large palms and a cycad 
was received from Walter Hunnewell of 
Wellesley, Mass. Among the palms are 
two large specimens of the Howea Fosteri- 
ana, a native of Lord Howe Island, lying 
east of Australia, These are examples of 
the palm which has grown popular for 
decorative purposes here under the more 
familiar name of Kentia, but these spect- 
mens are much larger than usually seen. 
They are nearly twenty-five feet high at 
the tips of their highest leaves, with trunks 
from six to eight feet in height, and have 
been placed in the palm house, Another of 
the palms ig a fan-shape leaved variety, 
native of the Fiji Islands. Before opening 
the young leaves are covered with a dense 
whitish wool, which contrasts strangely 
with the green of the open leaves. The 


plant is twelve feet high, with a trunk 
about four feet high. 

Another and rhaps the most striking 
palm of the collection is a Coccothrinax 
argentea, native of Panama. It is eight- 
een feet high, and is one of the thatch 
palms. Another of the palms is thirteen 
feet high, and is classified as Rhopalostylls 
baueri, although it is sometimes_ called 
Areca baueri, and is a native of Norfolk 
Island. A date palm, one of the genus Phoe- 
=, of Jarge size, is included in the collec- 
tion. 

A plant which may prove more valuable 
than any of the others is a cycad, a family 
of slow growth, but this is a large speci- 
men. It is the Ceratozgamia miqueliana, 
native of Mexico. 

Other palms were reeeived from Mrs. 
Sherman of Morristown, N. J. Among them 
are a curly palm eight feet high, native of 
Lord Howe Island, and an unnamed Phoe- 
nix. The collection also includes two Cycas 
revoluta, better known perhaps under the 
name of sago palms, which, it is hoped, will 
prove to be male plants, as the garden at 
present possesses only female varieties, 


GOVERNOR OF ALGERIA 
ATTACKED BY MOORS. 


His Party Fired At by Tribesmen Near 
Figuig, and He Has a Narrow Es- 
cape—Thirteen Persons Seri- 
ously Wounded. 


LONDON, June 1.—Advices from Algeria 
roport that M. Jonnart, the Governor Gen- 
eral, was attacked by Nomads near Figuig 
while journeying from Djennan-ed-dar to 
Beniounif with a large party. A brisk 
fusillade ensued in which thirteen persons 
were seriously wounded. M. Jonnart was 
not hurt, though he was in the greatest 
peril, 

M. Jonnart left Djennan-ed-dar at 7 
o'clock on Saturday morning. Near Zenaga 
Pass he was met by the Ameer of Figulg, 
who invited him to enter the Zenaga Val- 
ley, a series of ravines, bogs, and difficult 
ground. The party advanced to within 200 
yards of Figuig and inspected the town, 
all the walls of which were loopholed and 
manned. The women in the town raised 
loud cries. 

After observing the scene for some min- 
utes the party retraced its steps along the 


road toward the pass, but had proceeded 
scarcely 300 yards when a shot was fired 
from Figuig, and this was speedily followed 
by a fusillade, which a company of French 
sharpshooters who were with the Governor 
General's party returned as well as the dif- 
ficult nature of the ground rmitted. 
Gov. Jonnart, with Gen. O'Connor, Sen- 
ator Gerente, Deputy Aynard, and others 
of the party reached the pass amid the hiss 
of bullets, but they were uninjured. Re- 
inforcements meantime were sent from 


{ Djennan-ed-dar. All the wounded belonged 


to the escort. 
The Ameer of Figuig expressed indigna- 


| tion at the attack, and promised to pre- 
i vent a recurrence of it, but it is doubtful 


whether he has the means to enforce order. 
Jt is reported that the attacking party 
numbered 600, and that it returned te 
Figuig with heavy losses, several Moors 
having been killed by the bayonet. 

Troops will be sent to encamp in the 
Zenaga Pass to endeavor to capture the 
caravan raiders, and an ultimatum has 
been sent threatening to bombard Zenaga 
and Figuig unless the Moorish raids upon 
caravans in French territory cease. There 
is no doubt that the incident will decide 
the French Government to police the bor- 
der. 

M. Jonnart, who was recently appointed 
to the Governor Generalship, was making 
a tour of inspection. Speaking at a ban- 
quet at Djennan-ed-dar on Friday, he an- 
nounced that a number of guns would be 
sent to the port to complete its armament, 
and added: 

“Actions speak louder than words, and 
we do not need to dissimulate. Without 
encroaching on the domain of diplomacy, 
we mean to enforce all our rights and reso- 
lutely to defend the honor of our flag.” 


BROOKLYN CROWD HOAXED. 


Six Thousand Persons Went to Hear a 
Band Concert and There Was None. 


There was great indignation among a 
crowd of 6,000 persons who gathered yes- 
terday afternoon about the music stand in 
Prospect Park, Brooklyn, in the expecta- 
tion of hearing a band concert, but learned 
that none was to be held. 

On the dashboards of all the cars of the 
Flatbush and Nostrand Avenue lines sent 
out from the barns yesterday morning were 
displayed large cards bearing the printed 
announcement, ‘‘ Music at Prospect Park 
To-day.” 

As a result the cars in the afternoon 
were crowded with people going out to 
hear the concert. At 4 o'clock thousands 
had assembled, but there was no sign of 
the band, Half an hour passed, and some 
persons meet an explanation from the 
policemen who were standing about won- 
dering what had brought the crowd to- 
gether. 

When it was explained that a mistake 
had been made there were many indigna- 
tion meetings. 

At the offices of the Park Department 
it was said that no announcement of a 
band concert for yesterday had been made. 
The Superintendent of the Flatbush Divi- 
sion of the Rapid Transit Road Said that a 
policeman of the Park Department had 
ealled at the division headquarters on Sat- 
urday and announced that there would be 
a concert in the park on Sunday, and 
asked that the announcement cards be dis- 
played. They did not know the policeman’s 
name.

OLD PORTRAITS BY AMERICANS. 


Colonial and Early Pictures Lent to the 
National Arts Club. 


The galleries of the National Arts Club 
are set with a loan collection of portraits 
by American painters of the Colonial and 
later periods, ranging from 1720 to 1840. 
While small and far from exhaustive, it 
gives some idea of the talent which our 
forefathers had to draw upon when they 
desired to obtain something more impos- 
ing than miniatures wherewith to hand 
down their likenesses to posterity. 

Gilbert Stuart comes off with flying col- 
ors in the little exhibition, owing to three 
or four portraits of the first order of ex- 
cellence. Members of the Manigault fam- 
ily of Charleston, 8, C., are represented by 
a number of paintings from several hands, 
but the portraits of a young couple by 
Gilbert Stuart are certainly as fine speci- 
ments of this excellent artist as can be 
seen anywhere. Stuart, of course, is chiefly 
known by his portraits of George Wash- 
ington, whom he painted again and again 
after he had taken the original pictures 
from life in 1795. When Stuart died, Miss 
Jane Stuart. of Newport used to copy her 
father's Washingtons for those who de-+ 
sired them, so that many of the inferior 
likenesses of the Pater Patriae which go 
by the name of the father are not even 
replicas by his able hand, merely copies 
by the daughter. But Stuart's Washington

Henry Inman is another portraitist who 
shines in this exhibition. His head of Henry 
Eckford, the naval architect, an order from 
the late Charles P. Clinch, is a piece of 
painting that comes very close to the Stu- 
art portrait of Mrs. Manigualt. It is the 
work of a man with a sense for color. 
Like Stuart, this noted New York portrait- 
ist was an admirable workman in the lay- 
ing in of colors and remarkable for the way 
in which he indicated the structure of the 
face, building up the portrait in a solid and 
enduring fashion without exaggeration or 
weakness. Here is a profile portrait by him 
of Fitz-Greene Halleck, the poet, and an 
attractive full-length picture of a little girl 
in blue, the daughter of the t Joseph 
Rodman Drake, whose godfather Halleck 
was. Unfortunately, there is*no example 
here of Jarves, who was one of Henry 
Inman's rivals. A very capital likeness 
of President Andrew Jackson, in  uni- 
form, is by Waldo, an artist who worked 
somewhat later. It was taken in middle 
age, while other portraits here, much in- 
ferior in quality, show Old Hickory as a

One of the earliest portrait painters in 
the colonies was John Smibert; a portrait 
of a Colonial grandee is more curious for 
its flowing wig and imposing aspect in the 
ae of Kneller than any artistic beauty. 

sikenesses of Charles Wesley Peale and 
his wife, daughter, and granddaughter, after 
originals by himself, are interesting be- 
cause of his prominence in American art. 
Not the least Presi are two specimens 
of the work of the first President of the 
National Academy of Design, Col. Jona- 
than Trumbull, the aide de camp of Wash- 
ington. Here is a small replica of the fa- 
mous full-length portrait of Washington 
in Continental uniform standing before 
his white charger, which is held by an at- 
tendant. It is the picture which was re- 
produced in London by a line en vin, 
about 1782, and thus became known through 
prints to thousands in urope naturally 
curious to see the man who had done more 
than any other Colonist to loosen England's 
hold on America. A bust portrait of Mrs. 
Trumbull is painted with more than com- 
mon delicacy and erispness, showing a very 
pretty woman charm ngly portrayed. 

Among the Manigualt family portraits Is 
a full-length of a young man taken before 
the Revolution by Allan Ramsay, a Scotch 

ainter; it comes near to very high excel- 
ence. An old decorative timepiece, appar- 
ently a French clock, ts placed so conspicu- 
ously on a table beside him that it can 
hardly be counted as one of the ordinary 
“ properties "’ of the painter; it must have 
enjoyed some particular importance in the 
sitter’s eyes. Possibly it was a gift, or 
it may be that the young Manigualt regard- 
ed it as his most valuable possession. The 
bit of landscape to the right of this figuré 
is uncommonly good. In all lkelihood it 
was put in rather quickly and without 
much thought, and in consequence the 
artist wrought it with a free hand and 
“builded better than he knew.” 

This little exhibition, put together from 
loans off the walls of a few people, is proof 
that retrospective loan exhibits might be 
made in New York with great ease and to 
great profit and advantage. It is well for 
modern artists to see “what men in their 
line were doing from a hundred to a hun- 
dred and fifty years ago. It is certainly 
not uninteresting to see how Americans 
looked in those periods. The great interest 
taken of late in genealogy makes retro- 
spects more timely than ever, Here we see 
specimens of Sully and Zoffany, men 
strongly affected by the styles of painters 
fashionable tn England at their time, and 
yortraits of an earlier period by unknown 
ands, supposed to be the product of visitors 
to the colonies, whose handiwork recalls 
the stiff poses and harsh coloring of Lely 
and Kneller. Such exhibitions are not 
caleulated for popularity, since they have 
no direct story to tell and are only in some 
part attractive from the beauty of the 
persons represented; but they appeal to 
connoisseurs and those to whom the history 
of American art is of interest, and for that 
reason seem to belong to the province of a 
club of artists and amateurs.

Madison Square Garden was filled last 
night when Duss, with the enlarged Met- 
ropolitan Opera House orchestra and Mme. 
Nordica and M. Edouard de Részke, gave 
the first of the concerts of his Summer 
season, The Garden was hardly recog- 
nizable. The artist and the decorator had 
made it an imitation of Venice, with a 
canal, gondolas, bridges, and reproductions 
of picturesque buildings and monuments 
of the Italian city.

Back of the orchestra were beautiful 
buildings of the Venetian architecture, and 
further back stretched the wide bay, whose 
waters, in imitation, glistened in the moon- 
light. Above the horizon dark clouds were 
made to float by with a rapidity that made 
the head swim. Through them a myriad 
of stars twinkled incessantly. Overhead 
thousands of blue-green lights shone from 
the folds of a billowy blue-green canopy. 

Entering the Garden one passed beneath a 
grapevine arbor, and with an elastic jm- 
agination one might conjure up the sup- 
position that it really was Venice. Several 
things hindered. Chief among them was 
the incongruous odor that associated itself 
with the place. A gentle interrogation of 
the atmosphere removed all doubt; it was 
an unpleasant blending of the smell of fresh 
paint and of perfumes of a dozen kinds 
that were hissingly squirted on every one 
who passed through the corridor by a dozen

THE ‘FINANCIAL ‘MARKETS 


Léist week was almost ' melancholy. 
There was a paucity of important news, — 


a surplus of petty personalities, and @ 
steady shrinkage of values. Of the 
stocks which moved a point 91 fell 
and 15 rose. Among the bonds there 
were 7 rises to 34 falls. Rock Island 
was the most active property, 396,789 
shares being sold at a fall of 5%, the 
maximum among those properties which 
gave the market its tone. Canadian 
Pacific had the next greatest fall, 4%, 
and was the twelfth of the doze market 
leaders. St. Paul was second in ac- 
tivity, and fell 2%. Amalgamated Cop- 
per lost 4 for better reasons than were 
applicable to most properties last week. 
It was depressed both by speculative 
influences and because the price of cop- 
per metal threatened the dividend out- 
look in the opinions of some. Erie and 
Pennsylvania made modest fractional 
advances, a phenomenon worth noting 
when falls were so much the rule that 
no others among the active dozen ad- 
vanced at all. : 

This week opens with the prospect of 
gold exports, to which general estimate 
attaches small importance, while the 
banks continue to receive cash from the 
interior more freely than last year and 
to an aggregate exceeding the loss of 
gold. The bears are still vigorous, but 
they are meeting increasing opposition 
from those who think values gain in 
stability and attractiveness with every 
fraction they lose.

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RETAIL ICEMEN PROTEST 


East Side Dealers Roused by Big 
Advances in Price. 


{The Trust and Wholesalers Denounced, 
and District Attorney Jerome Asked 
to Look Into Their Methods. 


The East Side Ice Dealers’ Association, 
composed of retailers, met yesterday at 145 
Suffolk Street, the New Starlight Hall, to 
consider the advance in the price of ice, 
which will go into effect to-day. Within 
the last two weeks the price at the dock 
has risen from $1.50 a ton to $2, and then 
to. $2.50, and now it is to be $3. , 

Prices affect the small dealers this way, 
according to their explanations: At the 
two lowest prices they made a good living, 
at $2.50 a ton they were barely able to 
Keep their heads above water, but $3 means 
Tuin. One of the large wholesale ice dealers 
of the east side said that the idea of the 
raise was that the wholesalers could make 
50 cents on the ton instead of 25 and 30 as 
heretofore, and that the retailer could sell 
at 22% cents to the householder, and, as he 
bought at 15 cents, make a profit of 7% 
cents, as against making 5 cents by buy- 
ing at 1214 and selling at 17% cents. 

The meeting yesterday was rather a 
stormy one. It was declared that the high 
price would mean the passing of the small 
dealef, after-which the trust would have 
the public at its mercy. One wholesaler 
Was quoted as saying that the small deal- 
ers would be glad to pay $6 a ton before 
the Stimmer was over. The following reso- 
lutions were passed unanimously: 


Whereas, Information has been received by 
the East Side Ice Dealers’ Association that a 
deal hes been made between the American Tee 
Company, commonly known as the Ice Trust, 
and the -wholesale ice dealers, and, whereas, 
this action has produced a false value on ice 
which is more plentiful 
before, and, whereas, the wiping. out 
small dealer is sought by the new amalgama- 
tion, Which wishes to exterminate all opposition 
by an exorbitant advance in price, and, whereas, 
this method is employed to mislead the public 
who will get ice at a lower rate until the retall 
@ealers are forced out of business and then 
higher prices than ever will be charged; there- 
fore, be it A 

Reaoived, That we, the East Side Ice Dealers 
Association protest against these high-handed 
and illegal tactics of the Ice Trust and its new 
allies, and we respectfully ask the public to 
sand by the independent dealers of the east 
side who will sell at a reasonable rate until the 
Trust is forced to reduce the price of ice to 
its proper level.

THE UMBRIA AGAIN IN PORT. 


Capt. Dutton Says That the Passengers 
Knew Nothing of the Infernal! 
Machine. 


The Cunarder Umbria arrived yesterday, 
after having been away from her pier on 
the North River since May 9, when her de- 
parture was made memorable by the dis- 
covery of.an infernal machine at the foct 
of her gangplank. 

Capt. Dutton yesterday said that only one 
person on board besides himself knew of 
the discovery of the box, fifteen minutes 


preceding the sailing of the vessel. ‘‘ Aft- 
er a-thing happens,’ observed the Cap- 
tain, “there are a great many people 
who know all about it, if they don't-for- 
fet it, and everybody on deck would have 
said they knew all about it.” In view 
of this the Captain. believed it advisable 
to say nothing to those on board. 

From what the Captain afterward said, 
however, it is evident that others must 
have known of the matter, including the 
purser, who acts as censor of all Marconi 
dispatches, and the operator of the ap- 
paratus on board the Umbria. 

A message went into the Umbria's re- 
ceivipg disk from a newspaper of this city. 
It was in reference to the discovery of 
the infernal machine, and desired an an- 
swer. The passenger to whom it was ad- 
dressed, and whose name had been taken 
from the sailing lists at random, was an 
old traveler, and he promptly tore up the 
message. 

The passengers had not the slightest ink- 
ling of the affair until the ship touched at 
Queenstown on May 16, when they received 
newspapers. According to Capt. Dutton, 
there was no undue excitement on board. 

“The thing’s dead and buried, and there's 
no.use in saying anything more about it,”’ 
Was the way the Captain closed his re- 
marks.

KEPT HER PLEDGE 10 DIE] 


Mrs. Garling’s Suicide Explained. 
by Her Letters. 


Promised Her Husband to Follow Him 
to Death—Left Her Little Son in 
Care of Relatives. 


“Three months ago I promised my hus-, 


band to commit suicide if he died first. I 
must keep my word. Don’t curse me, but 
pity me.” 

These words in ~a letter left by Mrs. 
Celestine Garling explained to friends why 
she had committed suicide last Thursday 
night with gas at her apartments, 223 
East Thirty-ninth Street. Although her 
friends had known she deeply grieved be- 
cause of the death of her husband on May 
2, they thought that her love for her son 
Andrea, three years old, would solace her, 
and were at a loss to understand why she 
should leave him alone in. the world. 

Fritz Garling had been known to many of 
the wealthy patrons of the Waldorf-Astoria 
as one of the best of the waiters under 
the supervision of Oscar. He and his wife, 
a charming woman, twenty-four years o!d, 
came to this country about two years ago 
to seek fortune, and left their baby in the 
care of relatives in. France, Garling pros- 
pered, and a few months ago he sent his 
wife to France to bring back their son. 

While she was there he was stricken with 
a contagious disease, and was taken to 
North Brother Island. A cable message 
was sent to Mrs. Garling, and she arrived 
in New York two weeks before her hus- 
band died. She was with him until the end 
came, 

Friends did all they could to comfort her, 
and believed that she would find happiness 
in the care of her son. Julian A. Gehl, who 
lives with his wife in the same house, 
found her dead last Friday morning. She 
had laid herself on a couch in the parlor 
of her apartments and turned on the gas. 

Several letters were found, one addressed 
to Mr. and Mrs. Gehl, one to Mr. and Mrs, 
Stanchet of 919 Humboldt Street, Brooklyn, 


and others to friends and relatives in 
France. There was besides a document in 
the form of a will.

CRAZED BY HUSBAND’S DEATH. 


During Military Burial of Man Killed in 
Runaway His Wife is Taken 
to an Asylum. 


Mrs. Wilhelmina Heinze, a widow, forty- 
four years old, became violently insane 
early yesterday morning a few hours be- 
fore the funeral of her husband, Henry. 
Heinze was for thirty years employed as a 
night watchman in the Havemeyer sugar 
refinery, on Kent Avenue, Williamsburg. 
A week ago a team of horses attached to 
an American ice wagon became frightened 
at South Fourth Street and Kent Avenue 
and ran away. Heinze started in pursuit 
ahd ran in front of the team to stop’ them. 
He-was knocked down and trampled upon, 
receiving internal injuries. He was re- 
moved to the Eastern District Hospital, 
where he died Thursday. 

Meanwhile his wife had been constantly 
at his bedside, and when he expired, her 
grief was most acute. Heinze was her sec- 
ond husband. Her first husband also met 
with a tragic death, having been thrown 
from a4 wagon seven years ago and instant- 
| ly killed. Two years ago her only son, 

who was seven years old, was accidentally 

shot and killed. 4 
Mrs. Heinze began to show signs of a de- 
ranged mind Friday night, and had a vio- 
lent outbreak of insanity Saturday night 
| while sitting beside the casket. She was 
calmed for a while, but after midnight she 

ran through the rooms to a rear window 
| and tried to jump out. She was restrained, 
| and later eluded the vigilance of her 

watchers and fled to the street. She nar- 
rowly escaped from being struck by a trol- 
ley car of the Newtown line. A policeman 
saw her running through the street scream- 
ing, and he ran after her and took her to 
the Stagg Street Station, where her con- 
dition became worse, and she was removed 
in an ambulance to St. Catharine’s Hospi- 
tal. 

While she was being transferred yester- 

day afternoon to the insane asylum at 

Flatbush, where later she was said to be 

hopelessly insane, her husband was buried 

with military honors. He was a civil war 
veteran, and Grand Army men accompa- 
i nied the body to Lutheran Cemetery.

In one of the crowded streets of Coney 
Island yesterday a pleasure seeker ac- 
quainted with Blanche ‘Pierce, sixteen 
years old, who has been missing from her 
home, 50 Gardner Place, Middletown, N.

With them were two 
women, who protested loudly against the 
arrest of the men. 

‘Do you know you're with two well- 
known thieves?"’ asked Detective Sergeant 
Raleigh, who, with Detective Sergeant 
Murphy, made the arrests.

The detectives, of whom an extra force 
was sent to the island yesterday, say that 
nearly every pickpocket who goes there 
takes a woman with him. When a person 
suddenly feels that his pocket has been 
tampered with he sees behind him a man 
and woman chatting with each other, and 
seldom thinks of accusing the man. One 
of the arrested thieves admitted this to 
Detective Murphy.
